ANOTHER BLACK HOLE? 

A group ol Amc-rlcan rh»J 
Canadian sclentisls have dis¬ 
covered another space object, 
which judging by ell Hs cha¬ 
racteristics, may contain a 
black hole—o bla«.k hole Is a 
collapsed star consisting of a 
substance with, a very high 
density It has a powerful gravi¬ 
tation field, which does not 
allow any radiation to leave Us 
gravitation sphere. Research In¬ 
dicated that the path of one star 
In the Large Magellanic Cloud, 
which Is the closest galaxy to 
our own, has a deflection ot 
movement, As a rule, such dis¬ 
orders occur In the systems oi 
double stars. In this instance, 
however, no visible space obiecl 
could be seen close to this star, 
which le six times the size ol 
our Sun. This led scientists to 
theorize that these stars revolve 
together around their common 
gravity centre every 41 hours, 
to addition, scientists belteve 
that the black hole has a mass 
eight lo twelve limes that ol out 
Sun.

According to the commonly 
accepted theory. m 3 n first began 
to cultivate the soil and lo grow 
wheal 8,000 years -*RO wllh 
Mesopotamia being generally 
considered the Motherland ol 
bread-growers However, during 
excavations in the area of As¬ 
wan grains ot barley and rough 


grind stories have been found In 
layers relating to tho Late 
Paleolithic period Wllh the help 
r>f radioactive analysis It has 
been established that those finds 
arc al leajt 18 thousand years 
old. This would seem to Indicate 
that (lie first people to grow 
bread were the Inhabitants of 
ihe Nile Valley. 


METAL GLASS 

In India, scientists have 
devised a method for the manu¬ 
facture of "mate! glass", a 
material which combines Ihe 
ductility oi metal and Ihe cor¬ 
rosion resistance of glass. The 
meLhod provides for the fast 
hardening o[ melted metals by 
means of deep cooHng.
